With regard to the 112, 1st , 
written description rejection, the function is not defined by "phosphatase activity" because said genus comprises 
subgenera of strucutrally and functionlly different enzymes. Referring to PP2C activity sufficiently describes function. 
With regard to the 101 utility rejection, assuming that the function as PP2C is asserted, there is no evidence of such 
function. Such evidence should be provided to obviate the 101 rejection. It may include the determination of PP2C 
activity of a protein of SEQ ID NO:8 or demonstrated PP2C activity of a highly homologous protein, for example. 
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
